CURPENT  POPULATION  REPORTS,  P-70 


The  series  "Current  population  reports,  P-70"  has  been  assigned  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  to  two  unrelated  publications:  in  the  1940' s,  to  housing 
reports,  and  in  the  1980' s,  to  Economic  Characteristics  of  Households  in 
the  United  States.  The  Acting  Chief,  Publications  Services  Division,  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  said  that  this  had  been  caused  by  an  oversight  by  the  contact 
person  in  the  Population  Division. 

GPO  has  been  in  contact  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  to  have  the  P-70  series 

changed  since  December  12,   1984.   In  a  recent  letter  to  GPO,  the  Chief  of  the 

Population  Division  at  Bureau  of  the  Census  stated  that  the  problem  is  not 

serious  enough  to  justify  changing  the  series  number,  however.
